The  hhar  and  lTa.vy  Departrients  announced  joint  action  ta,ken  to  relieve  a 
very  serious  shortage  of  Medical  and  Dental  Officers  which  now  exists  in  the 
conhined  reauirenents  of  the  xirny,  ITavy  and  Vet-erans  Adnini  strati  on. 


Regardless  of  date  of  entry  on  active  duty,  only  a  two-j'^ear  period  of 
service  will  after  1  July  he  required  of  all  -i.rny  Medical  Corps  Officers, 
including  graduates  of  the  Array  Specialized  Training  Prograja  except  critically 
needed  specialists,  A  tvro  year  period  of  service  will  he  required  for  all 
Favy  gra.duates  of  the  LTavy  Medical  V-12  Training  Progran,  who  after  March  1,  1946 
vrere  or  will  he  ordered  to  active  conuissioned  duty  upon  conpletion  of  intern¬ 
ship.  ITavy  doctors  already  separated  vrill  not  he  recalled.  Under  the  Array.* s 
nev7  two  year  policy,  it  is  estir.iated  that  approxinately  sixty  days  after  1  July 
vrill  he  renuired  to  conulete  the  release  of  approxinately  5,000  Arny  doctors 
affected  hy  the  change. 


3y  the  above  action  the  renuireraents  hoth  of  the  Army  and  ITavy  can  he 
not  and  in  addition  the  Array  can  make  available  to  the  ''^’eterans  Adnini stral ion 
approxinately  1,000  badly  needed  Medical  officers  and  the  Ha.vy  about  500, 


In  order  to  neet  the  rainimon  reouirerients  of  the  Array  and  Ravy  for 
dentists,  and  to  establish  comparable  discharge  criteria  for  both  services, 
the  Mar  and  Ravy  Departments  hove  agreed  that  all  dental  officers  partially 
or  vrholly  assjrsiied  in  ^'^hel-r^  educe, t ion  by  the  Pedoral  Govermaent  in  the  aSTP  and

The  Kavy  will  shortly  nake  p.vaila'blG  to  the  j^rny  approximately  800 
dental  officers,  Uhen  this  transfer  is  corinleted,  the  period  of  service 
reouired  of  all  dental  officejrs  vrill  he  further  reduced.  Before  discharge 
reoiiirenents  can  he  reduced  to  two  years  for  hoth  services,  the  Army  will 
require  additional  dental  officers.  To  meet  this  need,  Selective  Service 
has  been  asked  to  procure  1,500  youug  dentists,  who  are  being  accepted  with 
the  understanding  that  no  more  than  two  years  of  service  vrill  be  required 
from  then.

The  Army’s  great  general  hosuitals,  "built  to  the  latest  nodical  and 
surgical  standards  for  tho  ca,ro  and  treatment  of  its  v/'©undod  and  sick  during 
the  ifar,  are  "boing  released  as  rapidly  as  the  decrease  in  tho  patient  load 
justifies  and  offered  first  to  the  Veterans  Adraini strati on  for  its  rapidly 
expanding  program  for  mcdic-al  care  for  veto ro.ns. 

The  transfers  have  "been  made  as  part  of  the  Amy’s  comprehensive  plan, 
devised  "oofore  hostilities  had  cea.sed,  to  effect  a  smooth  transition  v;hen 
responsi'Dilities  for  the  care  of  the  sick  arid  wounded  was  transferred  from  the 
Army  to  the  Veterans  Administration. 


The  Vfar  Dop.artnent  program  is  "being  carried  out  through  close  coopera.tion 
"botvreen  1-Iajor  G'en.eral  ITornan  T,  Kirk,  The  Surgeon  Gpen'''‘ral,  and  Dr,  Paul  H. 
Eav/loy,  Medical  Director  of  the  Veterans  Administration,  who  "before  retirement 
from  the  Army  as  a  Major  General,  was  Chief  Surgeon,  Suropean  Theater  of 
Operations, 

"Of  25  hospitals  vre  have  earmarked  for  Veterans  Ackiini  strati  on  at  their 
request  11  h^vo  "been  transferred  com-nlete  to  the  last  scalpel,"  Gen-''ral  Kirk 
announced.  Those  11  hospitals  comurisod  24,000  "beds  vrhilo  the  Medical  Depart¬ 
ment  was  operating  then.  Because  of  a  lad?:  of  sufficient  personnel,  the 
Vet-'rans  .-vdnini  strati  on  at  present  is  operating  these  hospitals  at  less  than 
the  a"bove  maximum  capacity. 

’/hen  throe  general  hos-oitals  housing  paraplegic  centers,  McGuire  at 
Bidimond,  Virginia;  Birmingham  at  ’^an  luys,  California;  end  Vaughan  at  Hines, 
Illinois,  were  released  to  the  Veterans  Administration  on  April  1,  1946, 
special  oquipmont  for  tho  treatment  of  the  uararilegic  patients  rcriainod  in 
t'ne  hospitals  in  addition  to  the  standard  eqiiipment  turned  over  in  all  cases 
to  the  Vet*erans  Administration,  A  part  of  this  special  equipment  included 
wheel  chairs,  walking  apparatus,  special  headphones  for  "built-in  radios  and 
shou  f  acilities  used  in  training  the  patients  who  are  paralyzed,  in  the  lov/er  . 
helf  of  their  oodics.

The  trerttnent  of  the  700  patients  in  these  centers  continued  uninterrupted 
despite  the  transfer  of  the  hospital  fron  -iriny  to  Veterans  jSldniini  strati  on. 

The  patients  received  certific?itos  of  disability  discharges  fron  the  Army  and 
immediately  ■became  patients  of  the  Veterans  Administration  without  leaving 
their  'bads. 


In  addition  to  giving  the  Veterans  -adi;ini  strati  on  priority  on  surplus 
AiT:iy  hcsnital  inst^illations ,  the  vfa^r  Department  plan  also  includes  placing 
McdiC''-!  Corps  physicians,  surgeons,  nurses,  technicians,  orderlies  and  dieti¬ 
cians  on  temporary  dutj'’  in  Veterans  Administration  ho3pit:'’ls  so  that  the  care 
of  the  vfoundad  nay  continue  uninterrupted.  Continuing,  also,  treatment  to  men 
considered  enoiigh  improved  to  vrarrant  their  discharge  from  the  Army,  hospital 
staffs  have  remained  on  duty  until  relieved  “by  Veterans  Administration  personnel, 
to  ca.ro  for  these  veteran-patients  who  received  their  discharge  upon  the 
transfer  of  the  hosuital.  ' 

General  Kirk  in  January,  1946,  instructed  commanding  officers  of  hospitals 
to  replace  military  personnel  other  than  doctors  and  surgeons  with  civilian 
workers  vrhnnover  nossi'blo,  Thu,s,  these  civilians  could  transfer  to  Veterans 
Administration  employ  and  insure  smooth  operation  and  care  of  patients  when  the 
hospital  changed  hands. 

The  Veterans  Adiini strati on  has  also  been  authorized  to  place  employees 
in  Army  hosnitals  to  observe  specialized  professional  techniques  practiced  by 
the  Medical  Department  staffs. 

More  than  5,000  veterans  have  received  treatment  and  care  in  -irmy 
hospitals  after  they  received  their  discharge.  At  present,  approximately  2,030 
veterans  are  receiving  treatment  under  these  conditions.  This  care  will 
continue  until  the  oxioanding  medical  prograr;  of  the  Veterans  Administration  is 
able  to  accorx'pdato  these  matients. 

In  addition  to  providing  care  and  trcratnent  for  veterans,  the  Army  is 
also  retaining  the  responsibility  for  the  care  of  more  than  3,000  tuberculosis 
patients,  normally,  these  men  would  have  been  discharged  and  released  to 
Veterans  Admiiii  strati  on  control,  Hovrevor,  since  the  facilities  for  their  best 
care  are  not  available  in  Veterans  Administration  hospitals  at  present,  the 
jn.rny  vrill  continue  its  treatment  of  those  patients  until  the  Veterans  Aclrainis- 
t  rati  on  aca;uired  the  persoruiel  necessary  to  bring  the  treat'nent  level  to  that 
of  both  the  Medical  Department  and  the  Veterans  Administration, 

Army  hospitals  also  stand  ready  vrith  out-p<atient  treatment  for  veterans 
with  service-connected  disability  in  isolated  areas  or  emergency  cases  where 
civilian  hosmital  facilities  are  hot  im.mcdiately  available.  Out-patient  treat¬ 
ment  for  veterans  is  also  practiced  in  Piierto  Hico,  Ala.ska,  and  the  Philip;:ine

3onotino 
during  the  night  of  March  18,  19-5,  he  lost  his  life  in  another  land  nine 
cxnlosion  as  he  was  dragging  hinself  toirard  riore  wounded  non. 

His  wife,  Mrs.  Virginia  ii,  Murphy,  resides  at  47  Ilarragansett  Road, 

Quincy,  Massachusetts.  At  the  tine  of  his  induction  on  Movonher  26,  1943, 
Boston-horn  Private  Pirst  Class  MurjDhy  lived  in  ^rejaiouth,  Massachusetts. 

Brigadier  G-en^-'ral  Condon  Carlton  McCornack  was  retired  fron  active  duty 
on  I'lay  31,  1944,  v.rhon  Depiity  Chief  of  Staff,  ‘''ostern  Defense  Connand,  Ho  had 
a  long  and  distinguished  career  dating  hack  to  1898  when  he  served  a  hitch  in 
Conpany  C,  2nd  Oregon  Vo].untoer  Infantry^  as  a  private. 

General  McCornack  was  connissionod  a  first  lieutenant,  Medical  Reserve 
Corps,  on  March  15,  1909,  after  three  years  as  ^i.cting  Surgeon,  Oregon  national 
Guard.  He  held  a  Doctor  of  Medicine  Degree  fron  Jefferson  Medical  College, 
Pennsylvania,  and  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  fron  the  University  of  Oregon. 

On  Auril  23,  1910,  he  received  his  Reg\ilar  Arny  coraiission  as  first 
lieuten''^jit.  Medical  Cor-os,  During  the  next  34  years,  General  McCornack,  in 
addition  to  service  in  this  country,  served  in  China,  the  Philippines  nud  Hav/aii 
whore  he  vras  Surgeon,  Hawaiian  Departnent,  fron  Jmoe,  1938,  until  May,  1939, 
when  ho  returned  to  the  continent. 

He  was  awarded  the  Legion  of  Merit  in  October,  1943,  for  his  outstanding 
work  as  Surgeon,  Uestern  Defense  Connand  and  Pourth  Arny,  General  McCornack 
died  on  Uovonher  5,  1944,  in  Lettr-rjian  Gpn''ral  Hos|)ttal,  San  Prancisco, 
California,  \‘rh'^re  he  had  once  hoen  comanding  officer.

Medical  Reserve  Cores,  vrhere  he  served  with  the  P-c.yal  Arny 
Medical  Corps,  v;as  connissionod  a  first  lioiitenant.  Regular  ^irny,  on  July  1, 
1920,  Keenly  interested  in  aviation.  Colonel  Pratt  early  qu^'Iificd  as  '’balloon 
observer  and  airship  pilot”  to  becone  one  of  the  ptoncer  flight  surgeons  of 
the  Arny,  He  v/as  one  of  the  first  to  bocono  a  pilot  in  his  own  right. 

Colonel  Pratt  served  as  conr-andant  in  the  School  of  Avia.tion  Medicine, 
Randolph  Pield,  Texas,  ”Uest  Point  of  the  Air”,  and  had  several  to\;rs  of  duty 
with  national  Gu.;^rd  and  Reserve  Training  units,  A  1911  graduate  of  Vanderbilt 
Medical  School,  ITashvillo,  Tennessee,  Colonel  Pratt  was  born  Decenber  24,  1888, 
at  Honneuth,  Illinois,  His  pemanont  civilian  address  was  Linneus,  Missouri, 

He  died  on  Decenber  18,  1944,  while  serving  as  Surgeon,  4th  Air  Porce, 
Kenilton  Pield,  California.

”0,”  fever,  a  pheunonia-like  disease  first  descrihed  fron  Aiistralia, 
aruarently  is  endenic  around  the  Ilediterranoan  area,.  Scattered  outhreaks 
have  heen  reported  ariong  iineric-an  troops  in  Italy,  Greece  and  Corsica. 

Study  of  those  ouforea.ks  hy  nodical  officers  on  the  spot  at  an  Arny 
General  Medical  La'ooratory,  and  by  the  Connission  on  Acute  Hespiratory  Diseases 
of  the  Surgeon  General’s  Office  have  thrown  considerahlo  light  on  this 
supposedly  rare  illness  and  established  that  it  is  (essentially)  identical 
v;ith  the  so-called  Balkan  Grippe  v;hich  vras  epideraic  in  Greece  in  1942, 

The  responsible  agent  has  been  identified  as  a  very  minute,  red-shaped 
organism  belouging  to  the  family  of  ric’i'sottia,  similar  to  the  org^mism  which 
causes  tjnohus  fever.  It  ha,s  been  impossible  to  establish  the  means  of  trans¬ 
mission,  except  that  evidence  suggests  that  the  ’’germ”  apparently  is  inhaled 
in  infected  dust. 


In  laboratory  outbreaks  the  disease  appears  to  be  extremely  infectious. 
Accidental  infections  have  occurred  in  almost  every  laboratory'  where  experi¬ 
mental  vrork  with  this  ricksettia  has  been  conducted.  It  is  likely  to  bo  con¬ 
fused  vfith  aty'pical  pneurionia,  of  which  the  causative  agent  has  not  been 
identified.  The  sjaidrones  of  the  two  are  somewhat  similar, 

A  significant  finding;  vras  that  ”  fever  ricksettia  becomes  much  more 
virulent  with  successive  passages  through  the  blood  of  expoe^inontal  animals,” 
The  malady  comes  suddenly  with  chills,  sweats  aching  muscl.os  and  frontal 
headache.  The  victim  usually  is  incapacitated  for  tvro  vreeks  or  more.

Colonel  J,  H,  MclTinch,  M*C,,  Director  of  the  Historical  Division  of  the 
Ofiice  of  The  Surgeon  G-eneral,  offered  for  the  Board’s  consideration  a  revised 
plan  for  the  publication  of  the  history.  According  to  Colonel  McHinch,  the 
v;ealth  of  information  accumule.tod  on  the  Medical  De2:)artment '  s  experience  in 
World  War  II  should  ho  organi55ed  aud  published  in  accordance  vrit'h  the  interests 
of  specialized  audiences,  Consenuently,  the  history  will  be  divided  ihto  three 
parts. 

Part  I.  of  the  history  will  be  devoted  to  the  operation  and  administration 
of  the  Medical  Department,  Eight  volumes  are  planned  on  this  phase  of  the 
histoia?-  which  v/ill  cover  such  to'oics  as  supply  and  fiscal  activities,  eva.cuation, 
P'^^rsonnel  procedures,  overseas  medical  service,  hospital  constmction,  and  the 
like.  Those  volumes  will  tell  the  stor^'’  of  how  the  medical  service  functioned 
in  vrar.  They  are  to  be  i-rritten  by  competent  historians  and  it  is  cstim-^ted 
that  at  least  four  years  vrill  be  required  to  prepare  this  part  of  the  histferjr. 
Those  volTiraes  will  be  incorporated  in  the  War  Department  History, 

Part  II,  which  will  consist  of  a  mmber  of  volumes  to  be  determined 
later,  will  be  designed  for  urof essional  readers  and  will  cover  the  Medical 
Department’s  clinical  and  technical  experience  in  medicine,  surgery,  psychiatry, 
preventive  medicine,  aviation  medicine,  physical  medicine,  dentistry,  and 
vetv'^rinary  nvedicino.  As  these  volumes  will  be  prepared  for  readers  chiefly 
interested  in  clinical  data,  it  is  planned  to  eliminate  material  pertaining 
to  the  op  rational  and  administrative  asuects  of  medic o-militarjr  mfedicine, 
except  when  such  rnratorial  is  necessary  to  the  development  of  vrell-balancod 
clinical  documents.  Early  publication- of  the  clinical  and  technical  volumes 
is  planned  in  order  that  the  material  ma,^’’  be  mede  available  to  the  medical, 
dental,  and  veterinary  professions  for  application  in  current  practice. 

Part  III  of  the  history  vrill  consist  of  a  series  of  medico-military 
monographs  dealing  vrith  v'^.rious  specialized  subjects  of  interest  primarily 
to  officers  of  the  Regular  Army,  Among  the  tentative  subjects  to  be  treated 
in  monographs  are:  effective  utilization  of  specialists,  standardization  of 
sup’olios,  operation  of  the  bod  credit  system,  end  others.  These  monographs 
vrill  be  prepared  over  a  long  period  of  time  and  vrill  be  given  limited  dis- 
tributioh, 

A  popular  summary  of  the  Medical  Department’s  work  is  also  being  considered. 
It  vrill  be  vrritten  for  the  genf^ral  public. 

The  Advisory  Editorial  Board  unanimously  approved  the  historical  program 
proposed  by  Colonel  McHinch,  ’/ork  on  the  history  vrill  bo  carried  fon^rard 
as  rauidly  as  'oossible  by  the  Historical  Division  and  by  personnel  possessing

That  the  post-war  Army  nurse  will  be  given  every  opportunity  to  be  a 
specialist  in  every  branch  of  her  profession  was  indicated  this  month  by  the 
Surgeon  Gen^'ral's  announcement  that  a  program  of  instruction  in  Psychiatric 
nursing  would  be  established  at  the  Brooke  Medical  Center  at  Port  Sam  Houston, 
Texas, 

'’The  important  part  of  the  program,"  said  Colonel  Plorence  A,  Blanchfield 
Director  of  the  Corps,  "is  that  psychiatric  nursing  is  to  be  made  a  part  of 
the  Army  nurse's  basic  education.  In  time,  it  is  hoped  that  every  nurse  who 
serves  with  the  Array  will  ha.ve  been  given  the  opportunity  to  take  the  course, 
even  though  she  does  not  remain  in  psychiatric  hospitals.  She  will  be  a 
better  nurse  for  having  had  the  instruction, 

Por  the  first  classes,  however,  preference  will  be  given  to  nurses  vrho 
are  interested  in  psychiatric  nursing  as  a  speciality.  These  nurses  are  asked 
to  volunteer  immediately.  The  first  class  vrill  open  14  June  1946.  The 
course  will  nin  for  eight  months  and  tv/enty-five  nurses  will  be  entered  each 
class.  Members  of  the  Regular  Army  Hursc  Corps  or  nurses  in  Category  I  and 
II  are  eligible.
